Wuen a charge is brought forward in 
the Police Magistrate's Court, or before 
the. Marine Magistrate, against 9 boat- 
man, for throwing rubbish into the 
Harbour, comparatively little interest 
is felt cither in the charge or the 
punishment. The principle that the 
land is composed of aand and the sea of 
drops of water is apt to be forgotten, and 
the ultimate effects of tho persistent com- 
mission of this offonce ure seldom, if ever, 
csrefully considered. Indeed, this subject 
is one which has nover received tho acrions 
consideration it deserves; and the danger, 


the law until lately shown by tho owners 
vf the ballast-buata and rubbish-carrying 
cralt,. Tho Police avor that they aro over 
zealous in carrying out their duties, and 
that they. charge p very large nunfvor of 
boatman during tho courne of the year with 
the offence hore referred to. The Harbour 
Department has frequently, wa ote inform. 
od, oxpressed its willingness to deal with 
such cases whon brought to ita notica ; and 
cases have occasionally boon disposed of bo- 
fora the Marine Magistrate. But it socms 
oasible that 6 little organisation and work- 
ing together by tho threa Departments in- 
terosted might produce happior and moro 
offectual results than have yet been achiov- 
ed. . 
" Wo then pointed ont that the officers o 
tho Surveyor-General’s Department waro 
tho officials whe could give firat‘information 
when rubbish was likely to be removed and 
shot into the harbour; aad that, as ship- 
ownors paid latge sums for the removal of 


sand ballest from their vessels, thore was 


no oxcuse for the boatmon dumping: the | 


ballast ito Lhe Harbour. The smallness of 
tha fine and the lenicney of the punishment 
by imprisonment were also impressed upon 
tho authoritics,—with the result that fora 
short time a few convictions were. recorded. 
Now; what we moat particularly:cwimed at 
was to provent this gradual ruin to our 
noble Harbour, by securing moro united 
and more effective action on the part of 
tho various public Departments concerned. 
This, wo are sotry tu say, hax not been 
in the smallest dogrge attained, Upon 
the most und@tbfed authority wo are 
asanred that the practice or custom of 
shooting rubbish into the Harbour has been 
going on steadily for many months past, 
with very little cheok or hindrance on tho 
part of the Police, cither on land or water. 
Tho practice generally is to load up the 
boats here during the day, thon betweon 
soven and eight o'clock in the evoning to 
move them to about midstream, towards tho 
western end of the Harbour, and to empty 
the rubbish in a leisurely way over tho 
aide. If on indignant shipmaster remon- 
atrates with the boatmen, he is simply 
Jaughod at for his pains. If the Palico by 
an accident catches ono of tho offendera, 
tho offence is punished by the Magistrate 
in a vory. porfunctory and ineffectual 
manner. And so this grave abuso goos on 
right merrily, and apparently will go 
on, we supposy, until the entiro Harbour 
is converted into ono hugo Praya Reclama- 
tion Scheme. It doos seem curious that 
an operation such as the leisurely diacharge 
of an ontite cargo of rubbish must be, 
occupying from a half to three quartera of 
an hour, can be carried on during the atill- 


that our magnificent Harbour in time will 
be terribly shorn of its usefulness, becomes 
one thab calls not only for the most earnest 
attention, but the promptest action from 
the Executive. For mauy gears pay the 
conservation of the Harbour has beon"a de- 


batable ground amongst the Depart- 
ments; and the Polico and the Harbour 
Office, although both these branches of 
the administration have much todo with 
it, and do a little, appear to be 
but feebly supported by the Police Magis- 
trates, Nearly eighteen months ago we 
drew attention to this dafect in the system 
adupted, in these words :—~ 


Theoretically, official departments ste 
supposed to work. together for a common 
object ; practically they do not. ‘TH 
result is that the law is persistently evaded, 
and the reaponsibility appears to rest upon 
no department iv particular The Ordin- 


anos regu ating tho particular. abuso. here 


referred to reads as followa :—‘ Every . per- 
son who shall cast or throw any dead body, 
ballast, rubbish, or othor. substance, either 
from shore or from any. veasel,: into the 
waters of the Qulony, . ... .> shall 
incur a-penalty of ‘not more’ than fifty 
dollara, or imprisenment-for any term’ not 
exceeding three months; without hard 
labour.’ We do not purpose here to say 
much as. to the mistaken leniency shown 
by the Police Magistrates towards offenders 
against this most necessary provision of the 
law, although to such lenisncy must, we 
fear, be attributed mych of she contempt of 


1opo, ; 


ness of a fine calm evening without attract- 
ing the attention of the Water Police. We 
are informed that the ndise necessary for 
dumping the rubbish into the Harbour can 
be heard within a radius of 3u0 yards ; and 
yet oun Harbour is supposedeto be patrolled 
and earefully. watched by ateam-launches 
and poTlaway boats. While g European ship- 
mastor is pounced upon and fined if even 
the scgapings of his alip’s decks are thrown 
over thoside into the Harbour, hers isacus- 
tom ateadily followed aloost without check 
by tho Chinese—certainly without the offer. 
tual intorference which ought to make it im- 
possible, And why? Becauso the breakers of 
tho law are far more persistent in their 
efforts than the servants of the Government 
ara in their endeavours to prevent the law 
from being broken. Now and again, the 
Police may and do succeed in getling a 
boatman convicted for this offence ; and 
for a night or two the still air remains 
undisturbed by tho dump and swish of the 
rubbish as it is shot over tho side of thess 
rubbish boats. If may be difficult to obtain 
convictions against such offenders, if the 
Police employ the pufling steam-launch, 
with the sereaming whistles, and red, 
green, and white lights, But the Water 
Police must possess, at luast so wo must 
assume, the same powers of adapting 
means to ends as the Police do on shore ; 
and, it if bothe duty of the Water Police 
to put a atop to this perilous and dangerous 
parctice, then it is the duty: of the Execu- 
tive to see that this work is done by. the 
Police; if it is not, then the duty must be 
done by othora. Building operations 
aré proceeding on shore upon & very large 
scale at present, and our roads frequently 
become nearly impassable on account of the 
sirings of natives, either carrying bricks 
and tiles up the ruad, or bearing rubbish 
down tothe Proya, It cannot possibly be 
a pleasant feeling for H.E. the Governor, 
the Harbour Master, seafaring arid mor- 
cantile men, or the community generally 
to know that by far the greater portion of 
the rubbish that is taken from ehore finds 
a place in the. Harbour, and that. it is 
thrown overboard almost within hearing of 
the ‘Taim-tea-taui Station, Nevertheless, 
such is the case ; and the practice has gone 
on so Iotg that it has become 4 custom. 
Even if the Praya reclamation scheme never 
comes to pass, the space in the Harbour at 
present available is not overmuch for the, 
growing trade of the place, and silting 
must nocessatily be increused Vory mnte- 
rially by such wholesale and uncheclted 
disregard of the law, We venture to say that 
there is nota fincr Harbour in, the ‘world 
than that-of Hongkong, and thore is not 
cone unfortunately where Jess caro is taken 
to conserve its uséfulness, ,
